Reserve Contract 
Terms Decried

WASHINGTON — The Budget 
Bureau has told the Defense De- 
partment that it finds “most objec- 
tionable” the amendment to the 


term retention contract bill that- 


would free Reserve officers from 
having to repay readjustment 
money if they later qualify for re- 
tirement. 

The Bureau also objects to the 
amendment that would treat all Re- 
serve officers with over 14 years on 
active duty as if they were under 
contract on the day the bill passes. 

Both of these amendments were 
put in the bill by the House Armed 
Services committee. The bill has 
since passed the House and is await- 
ing Senate committee action. Hear- 
ings are not. expected to start be- 
fore mid-May. Budget directed De- 


fense to testify against the amend- 
ments before the Senate group. 

A Defense source, who revealed

‘Servant’ 
Check On

WASHINGTON—The Army is making a 
new manpower use count of its ranks to pro- 
vide possible answers to peprennial congres- 
sional charges it is wasting manpower by 
using enlisted men as chauffeurs, waiters, 


houseboy and orderlies, 

The Army, and the other serv- 
iees, too,were put under fire again 
this week on the basis of a report 
by a House appropriations subcom- 
mittee which conducted hearings 
on military manpower. Using fig- 
ures in the report, one newspaper 
headlined: “20,000 GI’s Are Being 
Used As ‘Servants’.” 

Actually, the services reported to 
the committee that available esti- 
mates showed that the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Air Force were 
using only a total of 19,555 men as 
aides, chauffeurs, drivers and in 
the Navy) stewards, Bulk of the 
total comprised 12,381 Navy Stew- 
ards. 

The figures were incomplete in 
many cases and included 804 offi- 
cer aides and more than 1750 civil- 
ian drivers. The latter included 16 
civilian bus drivers assigned to the 
Pentagon. One Army spokesman 
pointed out that a bus driver could 
hardly be classified as a ‘‘servant.” 

The services had been asked to 
make the report by Rep. George H. 
Mahon (D. Tex.), chairman of the 
subcommittee. Mahon had acted on 
the basis of charges made by Rep.

U.S. Orders 
AT Missiles 
From France 


WASHINGTON, — A letter or- 
der has been placed with the 
French government to produce SS- 
10 and SS-1) antitank guided mis- 
siles and associated equipment for 
the U.S. Army, the Department of 
the Army announced this week. 

A definite contract is currently 
being negotiated. 

Initial quantities of the missile 
will be provided Seventh Army 
troops in Germany. 

The SS-10. and SS-11, manufac- 
tured by Nord Aviation of Paris, 
are remote-control, wire - guided 
missiles with a solid fuel propel- 
lant, and are capable of putting 
out of action any tank known to 
exist in present day armies. 

These missiles can be hand-car- 
ried, dropped by parachute from 
planes, operated by one soldier, 
and launched from the ground, a 
vehicle, helicopter or airplane. 

The U.S. .government has con- 
tributed to the development of the 
SS-11 which, while based on the 
SS-10, is a weapon complementary 
having greater speed, range 
and effectiveness. The contribution 
by the United States was made un- 
der the U.S. Mutual Weapons De- 
velopment Program, a part of the 
American foreign military aid pro- 

am. 

The SS-10 antitank missile is 
basically designed for ground forces 
and is being procured for use by 
the U.S. Army. ‘The SS-11, with a

The SS-10 has been adopted as 
a standard item of equipment for 
U.S. forees.

THE KEY SECTIONS of the 
mobile unit are the transmitter 
van, the receiver van, the com- 
munications center, pneumatic 
towers, and four 30 kilowatt diesel 
generators dual mounted. 


The transmitter team, directed 
by 2d Lt. Robert F. Grayton and 
SP5 Charles Clements, breaks 
down the signal and prepares the 
frequency for the necessary num- 
ber of sénding channels. 


The receiver team, under 2d Lt. 
Karl H. Schmid and Sgt. Earl T. 
Wilcox, can accept the same num- 
ber of communications channels, 

In addition to setting up the 
channels, the team operates its 
own mobile communications cen- 
ter consisting of five teletype ma- 
chines, under SFC William T. 
Morris. If more than five teletype 
channels are needed, an additional 
11 machines can be attached to 
the sideband, bringing the total 
to 16. , 

Combined with this flexibility is 
maneuverability. The unit can go 
anywhere at anytime, and can be 
air transported.

IN ADDITION to its major ad- 
vantage — tremendous increase in 
mobile channels — the new unit 
also cuts down frequency usage 
and distortion, and affords more 
power output with less power in- 
put. Added features of the unit 
are pneumatic towers for operat- 
ing UHF parabola under air pres- 
sure. 

The 519th team has been work- 
ing with the equipment for only 
a week. Yet in that short-time the 
men have become amazingly pro- 
ficient at the handling of the vital 
parts. At the presént time the 
men are familiarizing themselves 
and checking the equipment oper- 
ationally. 

It should be only a short time 
until the team can take its place 
alongside SUTG’s other precision 
units in the Army’s gargantuan 
communications setup.

cur when the strength of the services {is at 
low ebb. They comprise definite setbacks to 
any efforts being made at the time to add to 
strength and improve the nation’s defensive 
posture. They can by no means be considered 
constructive criticism. 

The most recent incident of this kind 1s 
based upon a report issued by a House appro- 
priations subcommittee in connection with 
military manpower hearings. The figures in 
the report were turned over by the Defense 
Department in response to proddings by Rep. 
Frank Kowalski (D., Conn.), who originally 
had said that the military was wasting the 

uivalent of a division in the performance 
of “servant” duties. It is an incomplete list, 
but it does total. between 19,000 and 20,000 
men in all services and thus appears to bear 
out Mr. Kowalski’s accusation. 

.The discerning reader will note, however, 
that the team “division” was used here purely 
for its publicity value—the Army is fighting 
a division cut in its structure—and its “‘pic- 
ture-making” effect. He would also know 
that while a division’s authorized strength is 
less than 19,000, it would take many more 
troops than that to support it in the field— 
more like a total of 50,000, say. In other 
words, the 19,000 or 20,000 “‘wasted” men 
could not be readily converted into another 
division, even if they were all in the same 
service. Mr. Kowalski, a former Army colonel, 
knows that as well as you do, but has not 
thought it necessary to make the point clear. 

This newspaper is against waste as fer- 
vently as any congressman who ever hired 
out his front porch to the government for 
$100 a month—and let it be noted that we are 
NOT talking about Mr. K. here. We don’t 
think that general officers should be assigned 
as many enlisted “servants” (for work around 
their quarters) as they have stars on their 
shoulders. We think much of the time now 
devoted to whitewashing rocks and maintain- 
ing golf courses could be better employed in 
training. We don’t think any officer needs 
an aide or orderly wearing five or six stripes, 
nor should such men be used as bartenders or 
service club attendants. That is waste; many 
of these tasks, if found necessary, could and 
should be handled by civilians. 





But the use of military drivers in motor 
pools is also deplored in the subcommittee re- 
port. One gets the impression of giant park- 
ing lots filled with gleaming sedans awaiting 
the call of officers bent on trips to other and 
distant parts. We fail to see how the business 
of a post could be carried on without a motor 


pool and its quota of trucks, graders and 
other automotive equipment—in addition to 
sedans. On the other hand, if the desire is 
to replace the soldier drivers and mechanies 
with an all-civilian force, shouldn’t it first 
be made certain that civilians will werk for 
any or all the daily 24 hours (without extra 
pay), go on week-long convoys, bivouac over- 
night? 

Equally incomprehensible is the objection 
to the 12,391 men used by the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps as stewards for officers’ messes 
afloat and ashore, in clubs and bachelor of- 
ficers’ quarters. (This was the largest single 
category of military “servants” listed). As- 
suming that some saving could be made here 
in shore installations, there would still re- 
main the problem of filling the spaces afloat. 
If we grant that officers are entitled to food 
service, should civilians be hired for the duty 

keeping in mind that they could come 
under enemy fire? And should they stay at 
sea forever because there are no shore billets 
for them ?

In early July 1863, Southern forces re- 
connoitered a small hill near Gettysburg 
with commanding terrain known as Little 
Round Top.

It was 
known earlier. If was retaught to our 
fathers in 1917 and ’18. We relearned it 
in World War II and Korea. That lesson 
is: Take’ the high ground!

TODAY, as in 1863, two forces joekey for 
Each has reeonnoitered the high 
ground. That high ground is the moon. 
Each recognizes its importance.. Neither 
is concerned about its ability to occupy. 
Strangely, neither’ has occupied. Each 
seems obsessed ‘with the fear that it cannot 
recover its occupying force. 

Can you imagine what would have:hap- 
pened in 1863, if the Union commander's 
first consideration had heen the recovery 
of his men rather than the occupation? 
Isn’t the lesson of Little Round -Top. as 
valid, today, asin 1863? Haven't we taken 
the wrong approach? DoeSsn’t occupation 
come first and reeovery of the occtipying 
force second? 

If, as is claimed, we can put men on the 
moon with the means to survive, what are 
we waiting for?

The reason was that 
the answer hinged very much on 
a discussion of the changes of the 
orbit and in these days not too 
many people knew what an orbit 
was, Television interviews were 
somewhat easier because I could 
use a blackboard or a large pad 
and start drawing orbiis. I could 
make a checkmark at the point of 
the orbit closest to the ground and 
say “this is called the perigee” and 
I could make another mark at the 
point farthest from the ground and 
announce that this was the apogec. 
I hope it helped.

THE DISCUSSIONS normally 
dealt with the usefulness of a 
“dead” satellite, one which had 
used up its batteries. That a sate! 
lite, as long as its batteries were 
broadcasting instrument readings, 
would provide information was 
generally understood. But after 
the batteries had run down it was 
useless, wasn’t it? 

I would say “no” and point 
out that ons could still fix the 
location of islands by triangulat- 
ing on such a satellite.

Now Vanguard I, which 
celebrated one year in space last 
month, is not ac‘ually dead because 
its transmitter is powered by solar 
batteries which, by taking «their 
energy from-sunlight, should last 
more or less forever.

It merely 
says “here I am” so that this radio 
signal is actually a substitute for 
better visibility: -Vanguard I has 
been seen by means of an astro- 
nomical telecope, but normally it 
should be considered invisible.

THE SECOND question, essentially, revolves 
around losses. For our current policy envisages sus- 
taining great losses, both in the United States and 
overseas, from the first blows struck against us. 

If we have committed ourselves to a course of 
counterattack with a strike-back force, so strong as 
to be capable, if it suffers no losses before going 
into action, of “over-killing” at its targets, why not 
in addition have defenses — both active and passive 


— against the first blow? 

Taking passive defense first, the answer seems to 
be that it would be too expensive, even if a doubtful 
effectiveness were achieved. 

Passive defense includes such things-.as dispersal 
of forces, of indusfries, of population. It includes 


underground shelters, evacuation devices — all the 
paraphernalia of civil defense. 
* » - 


STUDIES have shown that tens, possibly hun- 
dreds of billions of dollars would be required to set 
up passive defenses which would be of questionable 
effectiveness. The time between the launching of 
an-attack and its hitting home is so short that evacu- 
ation is almost useless. Even shelters can’t be 
reached, particularly if the attack comes at night 
when most people are in bed and would die there. In 
addition, if the strike-back strategy works, these 
‘defenses would be useful only once, or for a very 


few days. Are they worth the expenditure, not only 
of money but, more importantly, of material and 
skills? 


What of active defenses — antiaircraft and anti- 
nissile defenses, at least for key areas? 

The argument again involves expense, time, ef- 
‘ectiveness. It runs thus: To build an effective ‘“ac- 
ive defense” against all the various forms of attack 





ould be so demanding on rare skills that it would 
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ome Key Questions 


affect our ability to develop an effective strike-back 
force. 

The scientists who developed the early warning 
radars, the electronic counter and counter-counter 
measures, the rocket motors and fuels, the communi- 
cations devices, and the host of other items needed 
in an active defense would have to be taken from de- 
velopment work on future wéapons for the strike- 
back force. 

In addition to the drain on rare skills, 
would be a drain on rare materials, on specialized 
production facilities, and on manpower. 

Again, is it worth this expenditure to provide an 
only partly effective active defense against an attack 
that will come but once or but for a short period of 
time?

THE ARGUMENT goes that we must accept the 
casualties as costing less, in order to prevent the first 
attack from being repeated. 

This is, of course, very similar to the so-called 
Marine Corps concept of amphibious assault_in War 
II in the Pacific. The popular understanding of this 
was that the marines were willing to accept high 
casualties over a very short period to gain their 
objective. They felt that the alternative was to ac- 
cept casualties at a lower rate for a longer period 
of time. 

This still leaves unanswered one major question 
from the policy point of view. Is it true that we 
don’t have the resources to build both an effective 
offensive strike-back force and an active defense 


that will save lives? Are our resources in rare 
skills, productive capacity, scarce materials and 
money too small to permit this? Can we put this 
kind of price on human life, saying that saving lives, 


even some lives, 

Perhaps more important is the political question. 
Are the American people willing to accept the prob- 
ability of high casualties for a short time? Or will 
they demand that the major emphasis be put on de- 


is too costly? 


fending their lives, thus jeopardizing the national 
strategy — assuming that the answer to the “policy 
question” above is affirmative, as many experts 
allege? 


Many officials appear to believe that the Ameri- 
can people will not accept high casualties. This 
seems to explain the reluctance of any responsible 
official to permit himself to be identified as the 
spokesman for this current national strategy. 

“The man who says this, for attribution, is 
going to be crucified,” one official told me. 


Perhaps he is right. But it seems cowardly to 
“leak” this strategy to be written about in “think 
pieces.” On the other hand, not to have this 
strategy expounded somewhere is even worse. Fail- 
ure to present it, even without attribution, would be 
dereliction of responsibility

Let’s say — just to illustrate the 
formula — 1,000 megatons. 

Then subtract the amount of this 
delivery capacity the Soviets be- 
lieve they could knock out in a sGr- 
prise attack. Say that is 400 mega- 
tons, leaving a remainder of 600. 

Then discount that figure by the 
percentage of our bombers, missiles 
or whatever that the Soviets think 
their defense system could take 
care of. Say 50 per cent. That 
leaves 300 megatons. 

Three hundred megatons is the 
total weight of our deterrent force 
in Soviet calculations. 

They have the privilege of strik- 
ing first. They are not deterred 
from doing so by U.S. forces which 
they think they can knock out in 
their surprise attack. They are not 
deterred from doing so by U. S. 
weapons which they think their de- 
fenses can knock out before they 
reach Soviet targets. 

They are deterred only by the 
amount of violence they believe we 
can deliver against Soviet targets 
after we have suffered a surprise 
attack and after penetrating fully- 
alerted Soviet defenses. 

It is upon this margin of surviv- 
ing, effective retaliation that the 
security of the western world de- 
pends.

FURTHER, our delivery capacity 
must be so arranged, so diversified 
in character and in points of depar- 
ture, that their defensive calcula- 
tions cannot be brought down to a 
definite yes or no basis. There 
must be just as large an X factor— 
a factor of uncertainty — as we 
can find means of providing. 


For all these reasons, therefore, 
the more of our striking power we 
ean put into movable bases at sea 
or in the air, the greater the Soviet 
X factor becomes and the more re- 
luetant the Soviet leadership will be 
to take chances. 

A missile based in a ship or sub- 
marine at sea cannot be a predict- 
able factor. It can strike from any- 
where, in any direction, and its sur- 
prise destruction cannot be count- 
ed on. 

An airplane operating from a 
carrier at sea is in the same cate- 
gory. So is an airplane already in 
the air, no.matter what kind of base 
it operates from:

FORT CAMPBELL, Ky.—A vet- 
eran of the original 101st Air- 
borne Div., who was one of the 
first enlisted men to make a jump 
from an aircraft as a paratrooper, 
has rejoined the division as a mem- 
ber of the 52ist Abn. Parachute 
Supply Co. 

He is MSgt. William N. King, 
a 41-year-old paratrooper - with 
nearly 19 years of airborne serv- 
ice and a member of the first para- 
chute test platoon. 

King’s career parallels the his- 
|tory of the airborne itself. In 
July, 1940, he was one of 38 en- 
listed men and two officers select- 
;ed from the regular army to form 
|the parachute test platoon at Fort 
| Benning. 

“The men were all pretty tough,” 
King recalled. “The penalty for 
one mistake was fifty push-ups in 
those days instead of the ten that 
they give you now.” 

From July 1940 to February 
1941, the test platoon conducted 
research and the developed train- 
ing methods, jump techniques and 
ground training aids. 

The jumped often and made 
many tests with ‘equipment such 
as weapons, containers, bags of 
sand and by doing this, perfected 
most of the techniques we use to- 














day. King recalled when he

jumped as often as 12 times in 
one day to test his endurance. 

The first parachute battalion 
was formed and trained while King 
was platoon sergeant in charge of 
ground training. The battalion was 
designated the 50ist Parachute 
Inf. Bn. 


The Parachute School then last- 
ed for four weeks and each troop- 
er had to make six qualifying 
jumps. Officers and NCOs took 
an extra week of training to be 
jumpmaster qualified. 

One training method that has 
since been discarded was the 
practice landings made by jump- 
ing from the back of a 2% ton 
truck while it was traveling 25 
.miles per hour. This was dis- 
continued with the development 
of the swing landing trainer still 
in use today. 

Before leaving for Europe, King 
trained with the 10ist and was 
with the Screaming Eagles when 
they parachuted into Normandy 
on D-Day. 

Wounded in the action that fol- 
lowed, he later rejoined the 101st 
in The Netherlands and remained 
with them until the war’s end. 
Following War II, King instructed 
in the Airborne School at Ben- 





ning and later served with the 
11th Airborne Div. in Japan.

TESTIFYING before the House 
Defense Appropriations subcom- 
mittee, he said that as of the end 
of February, he was aware of no 
plans to make further cuts in any 
of the services beyond those al- 
ready ordered for FY 1960. 

There aren’t many changes pre- 
dicted for the Army in the com- 
ing two years. Perhaps the one 
which will have the greatest effect 
is the reduction in emphasis on unit 
rotation. 

The Army said that 47,000 fewer 
men will go overseas in Gyroscope 
moves during FY 1960 than went 
over this year. This means, the 
Army told Congress, that a result 
of the policy change in Gyroscope 
moves, only about 21,000 men will 
Gyroscope overseas in FY 1960. 

This is also reflected in the re- 
duction in costs. Gyroscope in FY

ALONG with increases in. Army 
reenlistments, the swing is toward 
a greater percentage of the Army 
being not only Regular (75.1 per- 
cent by 30 June 1960) but also 
toward more of the Army being 
“professional.” In the last three 
years, this has gone from 34 percent 
on 30 June 1956 to 41 percent on 
30 June 1958. To derive these fig- 
ures, the Army counted all those 
with more than four years enlisted 
service compared to its total 
strength.

THERE ARE no plans for invol- 
untary reduction in force for either 
officers or enlisted men next year.

(I do not degrade these people for 
their disabilities, but use them as 
examples) and personnel with over- 
age MOSs that are critical in the 
combat field. 

‘No combat unit is overstrength 
in good supply sergeants, cooks, 
medics, mechanics, etc. A com- 
mander cannot afford to waste the 
years of training many of these 
personnel have acquired in over- 
age MOSs by making them tank 
commanders or gunnery sergeants 
when he badly needs them in their 
old MOS. 

No percentage is gained in hav- 
ing TOE strength in tank com- 





manders when the tanks are im- 
mobile due to the lack of qualified 
mechanics. Dt

Personnel Field 
A Dead Mackerel 


FORT SILL, Okla: I agree 
100% with the letter from the per- 
sonnel specialist, Fort Bragg, N.C. 
(4 April). I too, have spent over 
a decade in Army personne! work, 
most of it as a personnel officer, 
ring I’m thoroughly disgusted with 
i 

In my present unit I have had 
to train every man in the office, 
except the personnel sergeant. 
They come to me as basic soldiers 
who had typing in school years 
ago and I must try to make clerks 
of them, usually against their will. 

I can’t keep men in the office 
because they can’t stand Yhe har-. 
rassment. Nothing is _ routine; 
everything is required right now 
The big planners spend months de- 
ciding what to do and then expect 
us to do it in 30 minutes, even if 
the instructions are vague and im- 
possible to comply with, ~- 

We spend most of our time try- 
ing to pass IG inspections because 
of local requirement that the per- 
sonnel officers must verify every 
entry on the record from its incep- 
tion and obtain copies of all orders 
ever issued promoting or trans- 
ferring the individual. The men 
of these inspection teams could 
do a lot more good assigned to 
units where the work is done. In 
most cases they are not authorized 
by the local TD and therefore 
TO & E units must be short of per- 
sonnel to cover these overages. 

The personnel field is a dead 


mackerel. Frozen promotions, re- 
training requirements: and fast 
overseas levies have killed it. 


There are too few qualified per- 





sonnel officers for the authorized 


positions, so we get pushed 
around to whoever has the most 
“eritical” tab. 

We spend most of our time try- 
ing to straighten out records that 
have been loused up by untrained 
clerks and untrained personnel of- 
ficers (junior lieutenants who have 
been given the job because they 
went to college), No reflection 
intended, as these officers do the 
best they can, but this job takes 
years of experience. 


With reference to the congres- 


‘sional gripes — I’ve had very few 


from my units during my career 
but I have learned that, in today’s 
Army, any time a man doesn‘t 
think he’s going to get what he 
wants he writes his congressman. 
It works, too, that’s the pity of the 
whole business. I have even had 
officers tell me that if they didn’t 
get certain requests approved they 
would write their congressmen. 
They were serious about it, too. 

The last paragraph of your 4 
April editorial hit the nail on the 
head. You should have made it 
stronger, though. The only trouble 
is that there are too many top 
sides — one at each level of com. 
mand —- and the good Lord him 
self couldn’t straighten them all 
out or satisfy the whims of all of 
them.

All But Supergrades 
Seen Neglected 


EUROPE: It was recently an- 
nounced that E8s and E9s will be 
given duty assignments through 
the Army Department on an indi- 
vidual name basis, like officers. I 
am quite sure this system will en- 
hance the prestige of these super- 
graders. 

But what about the prestige and 
morale of E6és and E7s, who, despite 
these newly created grades, still 
eccupy responsible positions and 
presumably are still regarded as 
key enlisted personnel? If a similar 
system cannot be adopted for E6s 
and E7s, then a sound promotion 


system should be initiated for EM} 


in this category. 

Under the present system, an EM 
may be in grade a year or 20 years 
before he is promoted. There are 
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many E6 and E7s qualified and 
eligible for advancement. However, 


promotion in this category is slim 
because of “‘promotion restrictions 
in certain MOSs,” or “overstrength 
in upper-graders within a unit.’ 

To rectify this, it is suggested 
that one of the following proposals 
be adopted: 

(1) That Department of Army 
control and select EM for promo- 
tions in E6 and above by initiating 
an automatic promotion system, 
similar to that used in promoting 
officers. 

(2) That each unit submit a 
quarterly report to its respective 
command headquarters, the num- 
ber of EM in all grades eligible 
and qualified for advancement. 

Based on this information, pro- 
motion allocations should then be 
distrihyted. Under the present sys- 
tem, promotion allocations are al- 
loted to various units rather hap- 
hazardly. 

If a sound promotion plan were 
to be adopted, wherein an EM with 
unblemished record would automa- 
tically be promoted after a specific 
period of time, it is my belief that 
such a system would reduce de- 
linquencies, boost morale, incite in- 
centive for the would-be career 
soldier,

WASHINGTON:—Many Post-Ko- 
rea veterans are apparently con- 
fused as to how and where*to ap- 
ply for Unemployment Compensa- 
tion benefits, judging from letters 
to Army Times and Veterans Ad- 
ministration offices. 

While state employment offices 
administer the program, Uncle Sam 
foots the bills. The government ex- 
pects to pay out $55-million in 
benefit checks during fiscal 1959 
which ends 30 June. All state laws 
contain the following require- 
ments 

® The ex-serviceman must be un- 
able to find a job.

The amouat of jobless benefits 
a veteran receives ranges from $26 
to $45 weekly for periods 16 to 30 
weeks. A GI discharged as a buck 
private generally qualifies for $26 
a week in jobless aid. Qualified ex- 
servicemen who held higher rank 
could receive up to $45 a week. 
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They operate a central file at 
Labor Department Headquarters 
here which lists all ex-GIs who col- 
lect jobless benefits in any one 
state, 

The agency also makes sure that 
veterans don’t collect benefits 
“more than once for the same 
service.” For example, an ex-GI 
who collected jobless aid under 
the Korea War program is not en- 
titled to benefits under the post- 
Korea program, 

William A. Murphy, chief of the

It is possible that 1750 of these 
men will be in P-2 status, draw- 
ing $60, not $30 a month, accord- 
ing to Defense figures given the 
House Appropriations Committee.

THERE ARE some 498 generals 


in the Army, and even if all were 
given the full allotment of order- 
lies, it was pointed out, it would 
require only about 850 men Army- 
wide, However, it also was pointed 
out that more than 100 generals 
are in the Washington area and 
most of them have not been assign- 
ed EM as orderlies. 

The Army, in its report to the 
committee, denied that EM serving 
in officer messes were “servants.”

IT WAS POINTED out that there 
were two types of officers’ mess— 
the field mess using Army rations 
and the open mess, or club. 

The field mess, according to the 
Army, employs enlisted men in the 
same general manner as does a unit 
of enlisted mess. Users of an offi- 
cers’ field mess normally form up 
in a “chow line” and pick up their 
meals from the serving line. 

In the open messes or clubs, mili- 
tary personnel are authorized in 
minimum numbers in a supervisory 
capacity only. They do not normal- 
ly serve as cooks or waiters except 
on an off-duty volunteer status for 
which they are paid by the club. 
Whenever possible, civilians are 
used as waiters and cooks.

The Army Air Defense Command (ARADCOM) this week published 
another list of vacancies in non-missile and overstrength MOS’s in its 
drive to have men holding such MOS’s to re-up for specific assignments 
to its ranks (See chart above). 

The program to advise Zone of Interior armies of such vacancies 
was started last month, and the number of spaces available are running 
slightly more than 1000 per month. 

Personnel with an imminent ETS who possess ane of the MOS’s 
and who are otherwise qualified may be enlisted or re-enlisted under 
AR 601-215 for a metropolitan area of their choice located within the 
same ZI army area in which they currently serve. 

Vacancies, it was said, are “filled on a first-come, first-served 
basis,” and applicants were told to list three metropolitan areas in order 
of preference. It was added; “Interested individuals should see local 
Army career counsel for full details regarding the simple application 
procedures.” 

Purpose of the drive is to make ARADCOM an “all-volunteer out- 
fit,” it was explained. It was reported that “the percentage of ARAD- 
COM’s enlisted strength which is Regular Army has now reached the 
astounding total of 85 percent.” 

The drive does not replace or affect ARADCOM’s so-called Home- 
town Enlistment Program for first enlistments. 





The Bureau pointed out, for ex- 
ample, that a man could get as 
much as $20,000 readjustment pay 
under the bill.

NY way you look at it, the 

female figure is impressive. 
Women vote 70 percent of all 
corporate stock, spend 80 percent 
of all family income, have own- 
ership interest in 500,000 small 
businesses. They comprise one- 
third of the labor force, and a 
clear majority of the TV cheer- 
ing squad. Not only is the aver- 
age schoolgirl likely to be run- 
ning a household before she’s 21, 
ut the odds are that she’l] work 
25 years or more outside the 
home, 

Even more important than wom- 
an’s affluence is her influence on 
the decisions of American indus- 
try. Almost ewery product on the 
market—including bow ties and 
shaving cream—is either de- 
signed, package or advertised with 
an eye to the ladies, Many haber- 
dashers actually encourage them 
—via flirtatiaw ads, chivalrous 
Mghting and gaflantly proffered 
chairs—to come-in and help 
choose hubby’s suits. Surveys 
show that men are more influen- 
tial in the selection of the fam- 
ily car, but Detroit designed it to 
give the little tady the soft ride 
she wants. 

Statisticians attempting to 
measure her power in percentiles 
are stumped by methods much 
older than theirs. How do you 
categorize the gtr] who convinces 
her man that it’s his idea to buy 
the item she wants? 

Apart from obvious things, are 
women shoppers really much dif- 
ferent from the males? “Defi- 
nitely,” chorus America’s top 
merchandising experts, and with 
plenty of logical conclusions to 
back them up. 

One of the retailing experts, 
Homer F. Torrey, who is sales 
manager for J. C. Penney Com- 
pany’s nearly 1,700 stores, points 
out four distinct areas in which 
there exist major differences be- 
tween men and women shoppers: 

WOMEN ARE more alert to the 
convenience of merchandise. “As 


between a cotton and a Dacron 
item,” claims Torrey, “both men 
and women are likely to notice 
the difference in texture and in 
price. But only the woman will 
also immediately realize that cot- 
ton needs ironing while Dacron 
does not.” : 


WOMEN READ the ads. “They 
know, much more often than men 
do,” says Torrey, “not only the 
price, but also the colors and sizes 
available even before stepping up 
to the counter. 


WOMEN SPEND more time on 
their shopping. Says Torrey: 
“Though not always impatient, 
the typical male shopper likes to 
conclude his business and leave 
the store in a minimum of time. 
Women, on the other hand, seem 
to find shopping a satisfying 
emotional] experience. They study 
quality more carefully, spend 
more time reading tags and put a 
great deal more thought into 
each purchase.” 


WOMEN ARE more alert to 
“the big picture,” as Torrey puts 
it. “Whereas a man may buy an 
accessory for use at a certain 
time or with a certain outfit, a 
woman will have in mind almost 
her entire wardrobe. She’ll buy 
the accessory, as a rule, that will 
give her the greatest value over 
the long haul.” 

Do stores do anything about 
the differences they have noted 
between the shopping habits of 
men and women? Plenty. Because 
women are more alert to conveni-

ence and rarely need to be re- 
minded, salespeople are taught to 
point out convenience advantages 
to men. Because men are less 
likely to have read the ads, the 
salespeople know that it’s gen- 
erally a good idea to mention the 
range of colors available. 

Oddly enough, even though 
women spend more time shop- 
ping, they tend to become far 
more ruffled than men if not 
waited on promptly. Less the ogre 
than many a beginner salesgirl 
may expect, the male customer 
feels Jess at home in a store than 
his wife, can be counted on to do 
a lot less talking. 

Perhaps the most clearcut re- 
sult of merchants’ recognition 
that women do most buying, and 
have special tastes, is the increas- 
ing use of informative labels and 
tags. In buying a carpet, for ex- 
ample, most men are interested 
only in knowing size and price, 
sometimes fiber. But because 
women are interested in such 
areas as weight of pile (most im- 
portant test of value) depth of 
pile, nature of backing and a 
whole variety. of other facts, the 
tags on carpets are more like 
biographies than labels. 

While finding these facts about 
women, researchers have upheld 
tradition by maintaining that 
women are harder to understand 
than men—because they speak 


more softly and rapidly! So say 
the market researchers.

Science has even 
found odors that deodorize 
other odors. 


Perfume, the oldest olfac- 
tory magic, is still the most 
potent, The persuasiveness 
of a perfume is a blend of 30 to 
40 different ingredients drawn 
from the far corners of the earth. 
Manufacturing methods are as 
exotic as the product itself. Civet, 
a costly and delicate oder “‘fixa- 
tive” thoughtfully secreted by the 
civet cat, is packed into water buf- 
fale horns and flown from Ethi- 
opia to Paris and New York. 
Other essential ingredients are 
pressed from flowers or conjured 
out of test tubes. In the labora- 
tory, “the man with the nose” 
rules supreme, “building” a per- 
fume by adding drop after drop 
to a blotter and sniffing, first 
with one nostril, then the other, 
till he detects the presence of a 
new and noséworthy scent. 


In other labs, other pairs of 
gifted nostrils are sniffing out 
“tweedy” odors whieh will be 
used to add authenticity to tweedy 
garments, “grassy” aromas to en- 
hanee the sales appeal of pack- 
aged grass seéd, which is nor- 
mally odorless—and even a suit- 
ably malodorous scent for a fer- 
tilizer which has been languishing 
on the shelves because it lacks the 
nasty bouquet that amateur gar- 
deners expect. A rose by any 
other name might smell as sweet 
to Juliet, but not to the average 
consumer who expects labels and 
odors to jibe. 


Because. the customer some- 
times consciously, sometimes un- 
consciously pays through the nose, 
manufacturers have endowed 
every product from toilet soap to 
corsets with its own distinctive, 
appropriate and—in most cases— 
pleasant aroma. 

But what makes an odor pleas- 
ant or unpleasant? Why do you 
sniff eagerly at one scent yet turn 
up your nose at another? The 
answer seems to lie partly in 
your personal experiences, partly 
in the deep-rooted instincts you 
share with everyone elsé. he 
smell of decay is universally hated 
—and feared as a warning of pos- 
sible contamination. On the other 
hand, many a jilted man has come 
to detest the scent of a flower 
his fickle “ex” adored. Few hay 
fever sufferers can appreciate the 
delicious aroma of pollen. 

* * * 

BEDS OF ROSES being notori- 
ously scarce, odor control has al- 
ways been a problem. Lacking 
“air-wick,” Napoleon’s Josephine 
sprayed her palace with perfume 
to rid it of “unweicome house- 
hold odors” like the strong smell 
of pheasant or champagne. Still 
another method was used by the 
bluebloods of Shakespeare’s day, 
who walked along the pungent 
streets of 16th century London 
with their aristocratic noses 
buried in a half-orange! 

Ingenious. as they were, these 
devices only masked unpleasant 
odors. Masking is perhaps the 
most ancient, and least satisfae-

tory way, to overcome malodors. 
In effect, it is the principle of 
superimposing a more powerful 
and pleasant odor on a bad odor. 
Nothing is done to eliminate the 
bad odor—it is just overpowered 
temporarily. 

Then, one day in the late 1930’s, 
a scientist named Guy Paschal 
took a walk in the woods and dis- 
covered a sort of Newton’s Law of 
the nose! For every odor, there’s 
an equal and opposite aroma, and 
the two counteract or cancel each 
other. Woodsy air is fresh despite 
the presence of dead plants and 
animals, because the smell of de- 
cay is neutralized by the clean 
aroma of young green leaves. 

Following the scent, Paschal 
found other odor-opposites that 
neutralize each other: lemon and 
frying fish, limburger cheese and 
boiled vinegar, oil of wintergreen 
and stale tobacco odors. Finally 
he combined the air-freshening 


green-leaf essence with 125 scents 
that literally eliminate any com- 
mon household odor. His discov- 
ery, “air-wick,” is now banishing 
the varied cooking smells and 
household odors found in 62 coun- 
tries.

A DIFFERENT kind of odor re- 
search enabled Clarence Darrow 
to save a client’s life in a murder 
trial. Confronted by a scent ex- 
pert who was a witness for the 
prosecution, Darrow blindfolded 
the man and asked him to identify 
ten everyday substances by their 
smell. The “man with the nose” 
could recognize only the first— 
gasoline. He was discredited, and 
the defendant acquitted, because 
Darrow was the only one in the 
courtroom who knew that the 
smell of gasoline desensitized the 
olfactory nerve and made it next 
to impossible to judge other scents 
correctly.

one million Americans’ today 
know they have the d e@, an- 
other million have it on’t 
know it, and one out of f@@r of us 
is a diabetes “carrier” ”— the 


disease is still one of the great- 
est mysteries of medicine. 

Whats diabetes? Most péople 
wouléemd@éefine it a@ “too muth 
sugar in the blood,” but exces- 
sive blood sugar is only a symp- 
tom; actually, diabetes is a dis- 
ease in which the body fails to 
properly use enough of the sugar 
it takes in 

If your body is normal, it manu- 
factures a plentiful supply of 
insulin. This substance enables 





your body to turn sugar into en- 
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ergy in the same way that the 
heat under a kettle of water grad- 
ually turns the’ water into steam. 
Without enough heat, the water 
would boil very slowly. Without 
enough insulin, very little sugar 
is converted into energy. The 
problem of the diabetic is that 
his body doesn’t produce enough 
insulin or doesn’t utilize it 
effectively. 

What are your chances of be- 
coming diabetic? Approximately 
4,750,000 Americans who are now 
free from the disease will sooner 
or later contract it. The most 
likely candidates fit into four 
main groups: 

1. - - - People with diabetic 
relatives. They are five times as 
likely to become diabetic as those 
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with no family history of the ail- 


Diabetes also can be 
passed on to offspring by “car- 
riers” — people who don’t have 
the disease themselves but who 
can transmit it the way, brown- 
eyed parents transmit genes that 
result in blue-eyed children. 

2. - +--+ People over forty. 
Though diabetes has been diag- 
nosed in a nine-day old baby, it’s 
more common among children 
and young adults. Thirty per- 
cent of victims are under 35 at 
the time diabetes strikes. The 
older you are, the greater is your 
risk of becoming diabetic. 

3. --- Women, in two out of 
three cases. Married men, for 
some unknown reason, are less 
likely to contract diabetes than 
bachelors — but wives, widows 
and divorcees have a far higher 
rate of diabetes than single 
women. The more children a 
woman bears, and the larger 
they are at time of birth, the 
more likely she is to develop 
diabetes. 

4. .-- + Overweight people. 
More than 80 out of 100 adult 
diabetics are overweight before 
their condition develops. Most

Standards of conduct should be 
set and adhered to. The common 
mistake of parents is to permit 
misbehavior one day and punish 
for the identical offense the next.

(G-7135, $4.98). Featuring a 
little-known flutist, Elaine Shaf- 
fer, whose abilities compare fa- 
vorably with her teacher, Kin- 
caid, this dise does nobly by the 
beautiful music which Mozart 
wrote for an instrument which 
he said he did not like. The 
Philharmonia Orchestra under 
Efrem Kurtz (Miss Shaffer’s hus- 
band) is very responsive, and 
the sound is excellent. 
. Ferde Grofe’s Grand Canyon 
Suite, played by the Symphonie 
Orchester Graunke with Fred- 
erick Stark conducting, is a spec- 
tacular record (Disneyland WDL- 
4019, $4.98). The spirit of the 
music is as well caught by the 
Swiss conductor and German 
musicians as ever it has been 
by Americans. The vivid and 
dramatic music is emphasized by 
the album itself, which contains 
pages of magnificent color pic- 
tures of Grand Canyon. Mono- 
phonic sound is superior and 
stereo (which. I have not heard) 
is also available. 

Playing Chopin is an easy way 
to sort the men from the boys. 
Artur Rubinstein shows his tre- 
mendous ability in an RCA Vic- 
tor record (LM-2277, $4.98). The 
disc contains some Chopin new 
to LP; the F minor .

NAT (KING) COLE 


If Nat (King) Cole’s dreams come true, 
he will “buy a plane and get a box in every 
baseball park in the country. Then I’m go- 
ing to fly from city to city and do nothing 
but watch baseball games. And in the win- 
ter, I'll go to Cuba and watch the games 
down there.” 


Unfortunately for him, it looks like it 
will be a while yet before Nat Cole can 
even come close to living his “dream” life. For 
the present, he will have to sandwich in ball games 
between the scores of club dates, concert tours, 
recording sessions, television appearances, and 
motion pictures that now earn him better than 
$10,000 a week. 

Born in Montgomery, Ala., March 17, 1919, 
Nathanie] Adams Coles four years later moved with 
his family to Chicago, where his father had been 
offered the pastorship of a church. Four-year-old 
Nat showed a born talent for the piano and could 
whip out a fairly good two-hand rendition of “Yes, 
We Have No Bananas.” 

After finishing high school, Nat joined a road 
company of “Shuffle Along,” which broke up in 
Long Beach, Calif., when a sticky-fingered mem- 
ber of the troupe shuffled off with the $800 treas- 
ury. Broke and jobless, Nat formed his first trio, 
dropping the “s” off his last name and adding 
“King” in the middle, 

One night in the Swanee Inn, a threadbare 
Hollywood night spot, a tipsy patron demanded that 
Nat sing “Sweet Lorraine.” At the insistence of 
the club’s owner, Nat sang his first solo, Unknow- 
ingly, a rude drunk had started an unknown musi- 
cian on the road to becoming one of the world’s 
foremost entertainers. 

The popularity of the “King” Cole trio grew. 
They had a regular 15-minute radio program and

It is not correct to say that every Nat (King) 

a hit. There was one, in 
1953, that was a decided flop. But, as far as anyone 
at Capito] knows, that was the only one. From one 
of his very first disks, Straighten Up and Fly Right, 
through Mona Lisa, Nature Boy, Too Young, Route 
66, Non Dimenticar, and countless others, Nat Cole 
= probably had more hit records than any other 
artist. 

This is partly because of his knack of ferreting 
out top material. When presented with a tune for 
recording, Nat starts with the title. If he likes it, 
he reads the lyrics, then hums the tune. If the 
song shows possibilities, he goes to work on it. 

Nat has received many honors during his life 
but, to him, the most thrilling point in his career 
came when he was chosen to play the role of W. C. 
Handy in the movie “St. Louis Blues.” 

Cole is a tall (6’1”), slender (170) man with a 
good sense of humor and a marked lack of tem- 
perament. When he is not on the road, he lives 
quietly with his wife, the former Maria Ellington, 
and their two daughters, Cookie (Caroline )and 
Sweetie (Natalie). Nat and Maria met when both 
were appearing at New York’s Club Zanzibar 
where he was featured in the floor show and she 
was a vocalist with the Duke Ellington (no rela- 
tion) band. 

At this writing, Nat is in the middle of pre- 
paring for a whirlwind tour of South America. In 
_ than two months, he will perform in nine coun- 
ries,

Yazy Musée 


QE of the most highly re- 
ge Bd musicians in jazz to- 
day, if one is to believe the jazz 
polls and the majority of jazz 
critics, is trumpet player Miles 
Davis. He is particularly impor- 
tant, apparently, to those mem- 
bers of the jazz crowd who are 
more concerned with whether or 
not a musician “tells a story” 
(whatever THAT current cliche 
means) than with musical values. 
So, what with his publicity and 
all, I guess the latest Miles Davis 
LP (Porgy and Bess, Columbia 
1274) will sell well and please 
many. The LB will not receive 
unanimous praise, however; there 
ig at least one dissenter. 

This is partly because of the 
pretentiousness of the LP as a 
whole and partly because — to 
this listener — the trumpet play- 
ing of Davis has a strained, tor- 
tured, brooding amateur quality 
that is not what I believe to be 
first rate professional jazz play- 
ing. To my mind, Miles’ playing 
constantly reflects struggle and 
uncertainty and strain, almost as 
if the trumpet is the master of 
him rather than the other way 
around, 

The orchestrations are by Gil 
Evans, who has considerable tal- 
ent to be sure, although I would 
suggest to Evans that a melody 


such as “I Loves You, Porgy” 
is a good deal more appealing 
when presented without al] the 
symphonic “mood” music. 

The most successful track on 
this LP, again to my mind which 
is not in tune with those who dig 
Miles the most, is “It Ain't 
Necessarily So,” which swings 
and is not taken as seriously 
as the rest of the Gershwin music 
here is.

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New Attractions in North Carolina 
Open From Coast to Mountains 


ORTH Carolina’s “Variety Vaca- 

tlonland” has important new 
vacation attractions opening from 
seacoast to mountains in 1959. 

Up in the Great Smokies, May 
signals the opening of a new link 
of the Blue Ridge Parkway between 
US. 19 and the W Carolina 
entrance to the Great‘Smoky Moun- 
tains National Park. With comple- 
tion of this section of the famous 
vacation thoroughfare, the “Variety 
Vacationland” State has over 180 
miles of Parkway skimming along 
the Blue Ridge Divide and across 
the Balsam Mountains at an aver- 
age elevation of over 3000 feet. 

On the coast, a new alternate 
routing of Highway 158 is being 
completed to give faster access to 
the Cape Hatteras National Sea- 
shore. 

Across the Piedmont, new links 
of Interstate highways facilitate 
travel from mountains to coast, and 
to the vacation attractions and re 
sorts between. These new roads 
are toll-free, like all other roads, 
bridges and ferries in the State 
highway system.

HEADLINING THE LIST of new 
tourist attractions is Tryon Palace 
Restoration at the former Colonial 
capital of New Bern near the beach 
resorts and fishing centers of the 
central coast. The original Palace, 
completed in 1770 as “residence of 
the Royal Governor and meeting 
place of the General Assembly” b 
came North Carolina’s first. State 
Capitol; before its destructien by 
fire in 1798. The Restoration stands 
on the original foundations and is 
filled with costly pre-1770/furnish- 
ings and works of art. 

Long known as “Golf. State, 
U.S.A;” ‘because of its more than 
100 yeat-around courses, North Car- 
olina ‘offers new courses in the 
mountains and Piedmont this year. 

At Ashville, largest city in North 
Carolina’s mountain vacationlands, 
the Thomas Wolfe Memorial—“Dix- 
ieland” of Wolfe’s “Look Home- 
ward, Angel”—is now owned by 
the City of Asheville and was refur- 
bished for spring reopening. 

Tourist accommodations are more 
numerous in every section of the 
State, and more motor lodges and 
inns remain open year-around or 
for longer summer or winter sea- 
sons than in the past. 

Camping facilities in the Great 
Smoky Mountains National Park 
and the National Forests have been 
improved with the addition of more 
space for tents and trailers, and 
new central bath houses. 

Dominating the Southern Ap- 
palachians of Western North Car- 
olina are 223 peaks of 5000 feet 
elevation or more, topped by 
6684-foot Mount Mitchell. Here, 
in the Blue Ridge, Great Smokies, 
Nantahalas and other ranges, are 
resorts “air conditioned” by na- 
ture for summer fun and relaxa- 
tion, 

Among the larger mountain 
events are the Mountain Youth 
Jamboree at Asheville in April; the 
“Singing On The Mountain” in June

$232.36.

M* children do not agree, but in my opinion the discoverer 
of penicillin, Sir Alexander Fleming, was a great man, 


So was Louis Pasteur; and, more recently, Dr, Jonas Salk, who 
perfected the polio vaccine. Some day an even greater man 
will emerge. He will be the discoverer of a magic formula to 


keep a convalescent child in bed. 

This problem is close to me at 
present because for the past few 
days I have been confined with 
three children who are recovering 
from an upper respiratory infec- 
tion and virus. This used to be 
known as a chest cold and flu. The 
children are on “bed rest” -— but 
they think this term refers to the 
mattress and springs. If I were 
to check my convalescents this 
minute I would more than likely 
find them stradling the bed, under 
the bed . . or dangling from 
it. To combat the illness, the chil- 
dren are being filled with anti- 
bioties, antihistamines and antl- 
cough syrup As their convales- 
cence progresses, their mother is 
being filled with anti-social ideas. 


However, having faced this 
problem of nursing sick chil- 
dren before, I have learned 
several lessons from the ex- 
perience. One of the first things 
to do is to buy a book which 
suggests “One Hundred Ways to 
Keep a Child Happy in Bed.” 
You give the patient clothes- 
pins to make puppets, paper 
bags to cut out masks, crayons 
to color, jigsaw puzzles to put 
together and paper and glue. A 
little while later you check on 


the patient. “The One Hun- 
dred Ways to Keep a Child 
Happy” are scattered all over 


the bed. The child is on the 
floor — reading comics. There’s 
ne room for him in bed. 


An important things at this 
time is to give the youngster 
plenty of fluids. This means

For breakfast you serve root beer 
and pudding; for lunch, coke and 
ice cream; and for in-between 
snacks, gelatine dessert. This 
diet is easy on a sore throat 
And, also, when you check with 
the doctor on the telephone, you 
can truthfully assure him, “They 
are getting plenty of fluids.” 

Young children recovering 
from flu are too weak to get up 
and play with toys. They can, 
however, leap like kangaroos on 
their beds in an effort to see 
how close to the ceiling they can 
bounce. Older children are too 
sick to sit quietly at a school 
desk, but they can remain in the 
warmth of their own ‘bedrooms 
for a rousing pillow fight. 

Some mothers have definite 
ideas about TV. No television al- 
lowed, The theory is that if you 
make illness too pleasant for 
children they. might prolong the 


ailment. Along about the third 
day a mother’s attitude often 
mellows. A little TV won’t hurt. 


After six hours of loud cartoons, 
quiz shows, and soap operas — 
it is rest time. For the TV set, 
that is — the picture tube is 
growing dim. A short time later 
television is on- again. But a 
mother need not worry that these 
adult programs will pollute the 
unspoiled minds of the children. 
They are on the rug turning 
somersaults. 


Eventually the happy moment 
arrives when the doctor says it will 
be all right for the children to go 
out tomorrow. All night you 
dream about it. When you wake 
up, it is raining, There’s an easy 
solution for this situation. Just 
reach for the tranquilizers — and 
give each child a good dose.

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Will the Stock 
Market Behave? 


By H. R. BAUKHAGE 


USINESS is good and the prospects seem to be that if folks 

who think they know what they’re doing will just think 
a little more and do a little less, the stock market may behave 
itself, too. “Logic prompts the conclusion,” says a poagee 
broker,'“that at least a period of digestion now is required. The haz 
ard is that it will turn out to be indigestion.” 

If the speculators will heed some of the financial ads which have 
been warning “you can get hurt in this market,” perhaps they will 
quit overfeeding the kitty so she won’t come down 
with a bellyache after all. Meanwhile, the general 
business picture brightened. 

National Steel's first quarter earnings, said the 
Chairman of this, the country’s largest steel com- 
pany, were “three to four times larger” than a year 
ago. Reporting Mr. Humphrey’s statement, the 
Wall Street Journal commented, “His remarks sup- 
plied the first concrete indication of the March Quar 
ter earnings of a leading steel producer.” 

e It seemed to be the conservative consensus that, 
BAUKHAGE based on industrial production, the pre-recession 
peak has been regained and a further rise could be expected due to 
increasing unfilled orders, favorable trade figures, high purchasin2 
power due to record personal income, and relatively stable prices, all 
of which add up to more ccnfidence.

ALL IS NOT sweet harmony in the picture, it is true. There are 
a few smudges on the escutcheon.

“The S.E.C. does not attempt to judge whether the market is too 
high, too lew, er tee active, but anybody who plays the market at any 
time without guidance and care needs his head examined.” 

The fact that many crania are ripe fer inspection is evident from 
the fact, reported by John Tompkins in the New York Times . He said: 

“Wall Street is worried about the stock market and is warning the 
public about it. 

“Recent flurries of speculation in low-priced stocks and sharp price 
rises seemingly based on tips or rumors, have spurred an informal 
campaign by brokers, Stock Exchange officials and advisory services 
warning investors to be careful.” 

Inasmuch as these people, presumed to know considerably more 
about the reasons why what goes up frequently comes down, than do 
most market dabblers it might be well for the latter to tread carefully 
— or have their heads examined. 

To expect more than a fair profit is unfair to yourself.

WASHINGTON, A unique homogeneeus pow 
er reactor experiment designed te produce super- 
heated steam in one simple operation is now being 
tested in the Atomic Energy Commission’s Los 
Alamos Scientific Laboratory, operated by the Uni- 
versity of California 

The reactor, known as. the Los Alamos Power 
Reactor Experiment No. 2 achieved initial criticality 
on 26 February. Operational tests began on 16 
March. Purpose of LAPRE-II is te determine the 
feasibility of a reactor concept using a solution of 
enriched uranium phosphate, phosphoric acid and 
water as fuel and relying on natural circulation of 
the solution to carry the heat to the heat exchanger 
where steam is produced. The reactor is designed 
to produce high pressure superheated steam suit- 
able for modern electrical turbines and is expected 
to generate 1000 kilowatts of heat. 

The operational tests are being conducted to 
study the generation of superheated steam, response 
of the reactor to power demand, corrosion control 
by gold cladding of internal components and radia- 
tion stability.

New Reactor Planned 


CLEVELAND. —- Alco Products, Inc, has aa- 
nounced that it has been working for seven months 
on the design of a nuclear reactor plant eapable

THE CHAPTER on Syria and 
Lebanon is most interesting as it 
shows by historic reference where 
the natural affinities of the of the 
people lie. Inasmuch as the UAR 
was formed after this book was 
written the use of Syria as an in- 
dependent entity is correct. The 
instability and political immaturity 
of Syria is particu'arly highlighted 
by the accounts of the coups and 
assassinations which have so char 
acterized the short history of this 
country.

How should you play the trump 
suit when you hold nine trumps 
in the combined hands, including 
the ace, king, jack and ten? 
Should you play for the drop or 
should you finesse? 

West leads the king of diamonds 
and then continues with the queen 
of diamonds. East discards the 
deuce of clubs on the second dia- 
mond, 

West continues with the ace of 
diamonds, and East discards an- 
other club. You ruff, of course, 
and then must decide how to play 
the trumps. 

“With eight, ever; with nine, 
never,” said the old rule on 
finesses, That is, your finesse for 
the queen when you have eight 
trumps in the combined hands; 
you do not finesse, however, when 
you have nime trumps. 

This rule applies only when you 
have no special information (or 
when you can afford to let either 
opponent gain the lead). When 
you have information about the 
suit breaks, you may revise the 
old rule. 

You know that West started 
with -seven diamonds. If the 
spades are to break 2-2, West must 
have two spades out of six cards, 
and East must have two spades 
out of twelve cards, This doesn’t 
sound very likely.

FORT BRAGG, N.C. — Dick 
Tracy’s got nothing on the methods 
of the 2d Observation Bn., 26th 
artillerymen who have discovered 
that cases of flash, survey and ra- 
dar as well as sound methods of 
fire detection can be solved more 
rapidly through the use of the 
Army’s new helmet-radio. 

The two-way, helmet-encased ra- 
dio is a communication innovation 
which brings to mind the famous 
comic strip character’s wrist-radio. 
The Army model now being tested 
through the Airborne Eelectronics 
board, has a powerful enough 
range to permit the artillerymen 
quick, convenient and dependable 
methods of locating hostile artil- 
lery and to register and adjust 
friendly artillery fire.

The helmet-radio leaves 
the hands of the technicians free 
to handle delicate instruments.

7th Army Men 
Put $1-Million 
Into Savings 


STUTTGART, Germany.—lIf dol- 
lars saved by Seventh Army sol- 
diers during Feb.uary were stacked 
end to end, they’d reach 21 times 
higher than. Mount Everest. 

Seventh Army’s cash cache for 
the month totaled one and a quar- 
ter million dollurs,. enough green- 
backs to buy 6250 television sets, 
500 medium-priced automobiles or 
125 homes worth $10,000 apiece. 

The whopping February savings 
figure, just compiled by Seventh 
Army's finance section, includes 
only money invested in savings 
bonds and soldier deposits, the two 
methods which make up the Sev- 
enth Army savings program. No 
estimates: are available of the 
amount of money going into pri- 
vate savings or investment pro- 
grams. 

Seven out of every 10 soldiers 
in the command either bought 
bonds in February or added to sol- 
dier deposit accounts. The percent- 
age was 73.02, a .92 percent in- 
crease over January. 

The overall savings figure was 
substantially above Seventh Army’s 
recommended level of 65 percent 
participation. 

Four divisions recorded savings 
increases, with the 24th Inf. Div. 
showing the largest. In January, 
63.5 percent of the division’s per- 
sonnel saved portions of their pay- 
checks. In February the figure 
jumped to 70.67. 

Economy-minded men of the 8th 
Inf. Div. again put the 8th on top 
of the heap with 98 percent salting 
away money.
